and Chaos,” bs og of irene 
delinquency rep in paperbac! 
form this year, Mr. Roul Tunley 
offers an inte g comment on 
certain low-rental housing projects 
undertaken in some parts of the 
United States to replace slums. 


Some of these projects provide 
modern, well-constructed high-rise 
apartments for those of modest, if 
any, earnings. They are physically 
great improvements on many. of the 
hovels they have replaced. But the 
terms of tenancy and the actual 
design of the buildings have unfor- 
tunate secondary effects. 

- Because the premises are re- 
stricted to_people' of very low in- 
come, the more competent. residents 
of a former slum area from which 
tenants are drawn-are required to 
move away when thei»earnings pass 
a certain ceiling. Space has to be 
_ by them for others less well 
off. 


In consequence, says Mr, Tun- 


ley, quoting spokesmen living in the 
projects, the people of ability, of 
potential leadership, as- reflected in 
earning capacity, are withdrawn, 
with serious social handicap to the 
community. The successes move 
out; the failures remain. The human. 
materia] from which social improve- 
ment might be expected on a self- 
help basis, is removed.

A ROUSING BOOM ON THE PRAIRIES — 


Millions of Dollars Worth of Public Works 


hile no @ne has. been watching,” the 
people of the western prairies have 

‘been having the best year of their lives. 
The dimensions of the boom can be 
measyred by an unprecedented speech 
made recently by Hon, Ross Thatcher, 
Premier of Saskatchewan. He went before 


the Wheat Pool convention and spelled. 


out some $12,000,000 worth of tax cuts 
he is going to make at the next session 
of the legislature. 

Not within the memory of the oldest 
taxpayer on the plains has any in-office 
Politico talked tax cuts of that magnitude. 
Until now, the question has been the

Mr. Thatcher said that the people of 
Saskatchewan would be enriched by- $9,- 
000,000 by reduction of the provincial 
sales tax from five per cent to four per 
cent, Farmers would be permitted to 
use tax free purple. gasoline in their 
trucks and this would save them $3,000,000. 
That will work out ‘at better than $33 
per farmer next year — and $33 will buy 
a lot of curling brooms.

he added_that farmers will save an ad- 
ditional $500,000 a year with the removal 
of the 3c-per-acre mineral tax.

Far greater 
cuts would be possible in Alberta, ex- 
cept for the fact that Alberta's Social 
Credit government has never believed 
in cutting taxes.

which -put Alberta’s budget surplus at 
$41,000,000. Most of the increase came 
from increased revenue frony royalties 
and sale of natural resources. As income 
from this source in 1964 has been far 
greater than last year, another whop- 
ping increase is expected in the surplus 
this year. 

Perhaps more important as boom in- 
dicators are the figures now being re- 
leased to shareholders of the prairie co- 
operatives, for it is now annual meeting 
time.

In Alberta, the big. U.F.A. Co-operative 
has just reported sales of $21,129,000 for 
its last fiscal year, an all-time record 
and more ‘than $2,430,000 up from last 
year.

‘year-on-recerd;-and-that is. going back al- 
most 50. years. For most cé-operatives, 
the fiscal -year begins on August 1, the 
Start of, the new crop year.

A Vital Struggle for Power.Continues in the Kremlin 


‘THE first proof has now been. giyen 

that the fall of Nikita S. Khrushchev 
was a beginning as well as an end. 
The occasion, appro- : 
priately enough, was 
the celebration of the 
47th anniversary of 
the Russian revolution 


Khrushchev's | succes- 
sor, first party secre- 
tary Leonid Brezhnev, 
called on Marshal Ro- . 
dion Malinovsky to Alsop 
offer a toast. : . 

The burly Soviet defence minister 
‘seized the opportunity to denounce 
the United States in general, and secre- 
tary of defence Robert McNamara: in 
particular, in extremely threatening 
terms. x 

Brezhnev’s partner, the chairman 
of the council of ministers, Alexei Kosy- 
gin, at once hurried over to U.S. am- 
bessador Foy Kohler to offer what came 
close to a formal apology for Malin- 
ovsky’s remarks. And, although all the 
other toasts were published in full in 
next day’s “Pravda,” the ‘toast by 
Malinovsky was heavily censored, 

It was somewhat unusual, though 


not absolutely unprecedented, for 
Malinovsky -to-be-askedto--#ive—hts 
toast; the only toast-givers are generally 
Members of, the all-powerful presidium. 
It was ‘extremely unusual, indeed vir- 
tually “unprecedented, for Kosygin to 
offer a near-apology on the spot to the 
American ambassador. And Pravada’s 
subsequent censorship of Malinovsky, in 
effect, announced officially that the de- 
fence minister had gone. much too far. 
This kind of episode in Moscow 
always means that there is a dispute 
about policy, and therefore a contest for 
power. The:end of the Khrushchev era 


in Russia was therefore no more than 


the beginning of a struggle to succeed 
Khrushchev—a struggle which was-not 
finally settled by the appointment of 
Brezhnev and Kosygin. 


On the probable pattern of the 
power-struggle, considerable . light - is 
shed by the earlier episode that almost 
all the experts now: regard_as the im- 
mediate cause of Khrushchev’s fall. In 
September, in brief, Khrushchev, the 
other members of the presidium, and the 
higher Soviet economic planners, held 
a long meeting to discuss the always 
troubled subject of investment priorities. 

no announcement of any result 
followed the meeting, it is clear that 
agreement was not reached in Septem- 


ber. At the beginning of October, how- 
“ever, Khrustctiev: boidty—atremptet to 
impose his own will by causing most of 
his speech to the September meeting to 
be published in “Pravda,” with the im- 
plication that the Khrushchev recom- 
mendations had been approved. 


Khrushchev'’s attempt ‘was doubly 
bold. On the one hand, the prerogatives 
of all the other members of the presid- 
ium had been flagrantly flouted, by the 
effort to force immediate acceptance of 
the Khrushchev line despite the Septem- 
ber meeting's. failure to reach agree-, 
ment, 


On the other hand, the interests of 
the armed forces were directly threat- 
ened by the Khrushchev line. For he 
gave first investment priority to con- 
sumer’s goods, and put the needs of de 
fence and heavy industry a long way 
second, 

It seems highly probable, therefore, 
that Malinovsky and the other marshals 
threw all the weight of the Soviet de- 
tence establishment into the balance 
against Khrushchev. This weight, added 
to the discontent of the other presidium 
members, caused Khrushchev’s fall. 

Junior representatives of ithe Soviet 
government are now passing the word, 
both here and in Europe, that the armed

The operation used to 
be a popular one, but to- 
day I think it is seldom per- 
formed, -What happened 
was that many years ago 
Dr. William Braasch, until 
his retirement chief of the 
urologic section of the Mayo 
Clinic, went over the ree- 
ords of the few “suspension Alvarez 
operations’ on floating kidneys that had been . 


performed at the clinig-in.the _preyious.!_ 


—Many_ years,’ and concluded that in almost’ 
allcases the patient ha no benefit.’ 
—Evidently_his_or_her_symptoms had not been 
due to the ‘‘floating kidney." 
Hence, in-all my 25 years, working at the 
Mayo Clinic, I never saw anyone who had 
his kidney sewed up where it was supposed to 
stay. Certainly I would never permit anyone 
to perform this operation on me untess my 
right kidney was floating about in the right 
-side of my abdomen, and producing definite 
symptoms, perhaps relievable by a special belt.

downward between the ribs, became pinched; 
and with this came pain in the-ehest wall, and 
perhaps down in the abdominal wall. What is 
sad is that I have seen even very able ortho- | 
pedists, neurologists, and arthritis experts! 
more, or less stumped as to what to do to re- 
lieve the almost constant and sometimes de- 
moralizing pain. Commonly the. giving of 
calcium plus vitamin -D does not help; the 
‘caléium (lime) just does not go into the verte- 
brae and stay there—to strengthen them. ‘ 

Theoretically, the giving of ovarian hormone 
should help, but commonly it does not make 
the woman any more comfortable. Some 
physicians add male hormone, but this also 
commonly: fails to help. 

Some physicians tell me that they have re- 
Jieved the pain for a while by giving a cortisone 
type of drug. ‘The trouble with that is that if — 


the drug is given in fairly large doses or for" 
too long a time, it can do much harm in a 
number of ways. 

One thing the physician can do-—and this is 
to give plenty of sleeping medicine at night, 

* together with pain relievers such as aspirin 
plus codeine (if the woman can. take these 
medicines comfortably). I have never seen 
either a codeine or a barbiturate habit in a 
sensible person. A few people can get much 
help_from.an_ alcoholic drink, but that, of 
course, in some people can produce. habitu- 
ation. 

If excruciating unbeatable pain comes, the 
physician can try methadone, which is perhaps 
the least habituating of the strong pain _re- 
lievers. I have seen a sensible woman take _ 
methadon& perhaps three times a week for 
several years before she began to get habitu- 
ated. Then she stopped: using the drug—with- 
out much difficulty.
